But 
you can’t convict them on that charge if they 
only conducted places where bets were made on 
horse races.”

Entries of foals of 1897 to the N ational Stallion 
Stakes, a new event for 2-year-olds, to be de- 
cided at Morris Park spring meeting, 1899, closed 
December 1 with 335 entries, of which Mr. J. B. 

It is a 
guaranteed event of the value of $20,000 and 
destined to be one of the great events of the 
future.

Sir Modred, Star Ruby, Tenny, Uncle Jess, 
Watercress, St. Leonards, Tournament, Choris- 
ter, Sleipner, Ormonde, St. Florian, Russell, 
Cayuga, Likely, Bramble, Kingston, Laureate, 
Pot jmac, Himyar, Masetto, Uncas, Faverdale, 
Kinglike, Juvenal, Galore, Albert, Hanover, 
Lamplighter, Pirate of Penzance, Strathmore 
and Onondaga, an array of richness domestic 
and imported, sufficient to promise great things 
to students of breeding problems. 

Racing at San Francisco shifts from lugleside 
to Oakland Monday with some important 
stakes to be run during the two weeks sport at 
the latter course. Two closed events will be 
decided Monday, the California Maiden, six 
furlongs, and the Golden Gate, seven furlongs, 
$1000 added each. Wednesday, the Lissak 
Stakes, six furlongs, .worth $1250, will be de- 
cided and on Saturday the McLaughlin Sell- 
ing Stakes, $1250, one and a sixteenth miles, 
and the Reliance Club Handicap, $1000, seven 
furlongs, wiil be the star events. 



In this issue of Daily Racing Form will be 
found the conditions of seventeen stake races 
to be decided this year over the fine track of the 
St. Louis Fair Association, and also of the St. 
Louis Derby of 1899. These events, entries to 
which close January 15, are well apportioned 
among the different ages and conditions of race 
horses, and are so liberal in terms that they will 
doubtless secure large entry lists and be pro- 
ductive of the best quality of racing? 

The events for 2-year-olds are eight in number. 
The Debutante, four and one-half furlongs, 
$1,500, is for fillies as is also the Isabella, five 
and one-half furlongs, $1,200. The Kindergar- 
ten, five furlongs, $1,500 and the Ozark, six fur- 
longs, $1,500 are for colts and geldings, while the 
Junior Championship, fife and one-half fur- 
longs, $2,000; The Brewers’ Handicap, six fur- 
longs, $1,500; Missouri, six furlongs, $1,500 and 
the Chrysanthemum, one mile, $1,500 are for all 
sexes. 

The Memorial Handicap, five and one-half 
. furlongs, $1,500, is for sprinters of all ages. The 
Golden Rod, seven furlongs, $1,500, is for 3-year- 
%>ids that have never won a stake of $1,500, while 
for the 3-year-old and upward division there are 
the Club Members’ Handicap, one and one-quar- 
ter miles, $2,500; the Mississippi Valley, selling, 
one mile, $1,500; the Meramec, selling, one mile, 
$1,500; the Laurel Handicap, six furlongs, $1,500; 
the Independence Handicap, one and three-six- 
teenths, $1,500, and the Mound City Stakes, sel- 
ling, one and one-eighth miles, $1,500. The 
Derby is so well known among the valuable 
3-year-old fixtures of the western turf, that it is |
